The Goveruincnt and tlio Counclh 

Tho Governinont momborH of the 
Council, being in a Inrgo and packed 
mnjoriLy, appear disposed to do as 
they please witii tho country and 
its inhabitants, regardless of tho 
conacquoncos. They appear resolved 
to Bot at naught common Bonae 
as well aa common jtistico, 
to mock at tho solemn provisions of 
tl)o Conslitution, and to look only to 
tho porpolualion ot Uieir own powor 
and the (onipleto enslavoiuont of tho 
pooplo. Wo have arrived at thoso 
conclusiona afjcr carefull}' reading the 
lato debates in ilio Coundl, which on 
tho popular aide have been marked 
with pingulur inoderalion, ability and 
good 8OC80, while tho opposite has 
characterized iho emanations of tho 
Govornmont meuibors. Wo pass over 
tho larco of framing a reply to tho 
Govornor's speech as beneath tho 
notice of on intelligent public ; and 
whothor wo consider the doliboratoly 
expressed conviction of the Attorney 
General as to tho extraordinary 
powers vested in the Governor 
with regard to the representation 
of tho I^>iand; whether wo look 

■ at the bill introduced by tho enmo 
bon. member to indemnify Ilia 
Excellonoj lor past illegal acts, and to 
protect him from the eonseqaencoi uf a 
persistence in the same illogalities ; or 
whether wo rogfird the extraordinary 
oourso of Ilis Excellency on the 
capital question, we oonfesB to an 
utter want of confidence" in the 
Council as at prosent oonstitated. 
"Well might; tho hon. senior member 
lor Victoria, during tho debate 

■ on double dutioa, throw up his 
hands in despair and declare that 
tho popular reproacntalivcs wore 
practically useless ; well might he 
solemnly warn tbo Government 
against tho conlinuanco of a policy 
that will alienato tho people of every 
section of the Colony from their 
loyalty.' When the hon. junior mom- 
bor for Victoria, with a magnanimity 
which does him credit, ottorod, on tho 
part ot tho people of the Island, to 
vote an indemnity for past' acts if iho 
wrongs were not perpetuated, the 
Government members, had they been 
nclaated by a dosire to act justly to- 
warids UB, would have gladly seized 
the opportunity to conciliate and ro- 
■tore confidonco to tho people. But 
no. Tho Attorney General did not 
attempt to argue tbe legality of tho 
collection of duties ati New Wost- 

..aiinBtor; with bim it was " a question 
of expediency but tho honorablo 
leartted, sagacious and sweet>tempored 
Collector of Customs — tbe gentleman 
who, of all other members of tbo 
Government is known to be least ac-* 
quaintcd \ritb tho duties pertaining to 
his offico— tho gentleman who, only a 
few wooks ago, when Union was first 
proclaimed, in the enthusiasm of the 
moment and in tbo exuberance of tiis 
spirits at the prospect of bavin a few

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL 
PROCEEDINGS. 

New Westuinsteh, Feb 1 —Council met 
at one o'clock. 

Dr Uelmcken gave nolico that he would 
ask whether it was tbe intention of tbo 
GoverDment to repeal the bead tax and regu- 
late tbe coasting trade ; be would also move 
to iotroduce a bill to amend the Trade 
Licenoe Act. 

Tbe President said tbe Government would 
present the bill relating to Trades LIccucis. 

Tho Council here adjourned to present ilic- 
reply lo tbe Goveanor'n epeoch, after wbich 
tba order o.'"tbe day was rosumed. 

Crease presented an indenanilj ordinaoco 
for tbe Governor not enforciog tbe Stock and 
Harbor Daea Acts ; passed first reading — 
second reading on IMoaday. Also, an oidi- 
nance assimilating certain laws, whicb pass- 
ed first reading; seoond reading on 'I'licsday. 
Crease did not touch the lux.ition qutsii in, 
but said tbe ordinance having for iis object 
uniformity of taxation would follow tbe 
amoodment. 

McDonald moved for an address to tbe Gov- 
ernor asking for a copy of instructions in re- 
gard to tbe oonstitation of the Council; car- 
ried. 

Crease broaght in a custonn dcclarutory 
ordiuanco, legalizin'^ past and prospcctivi: 
collection of duti b on poods from tbe Idliiiid, 
wtiiob led to a hot debate. 

DaCosmos opened fire, accusing tbe mover 
of antioipating hia motion, and argued at 
length on the illegaliiy and iojuslice of the 
measare. He wa< willing' i'> nid Iho Guvorn- 
menl, and would vote n'l ii iioinnity for piisi 
liclfi, but not to perpetualo ilio wroiii,'. Oo 
tbe samo principle thy (JovuniiT rni^iil col- 
lect duties on gouJg pissing from Nuw Wl-jI: 
minster lo_Yale, or from Xuiiiiimo lo Vic(ori:i, 
or belwoBn ono store and another. It was ad- 
mitted lo bo contrary to law and an out- 
rage. He was, therefore, surprised ibal no 
mandamus had been applied for, or the CuN 
lector brought ap under a writ of qiio war- 
ranto to show his authority. 

MauUonald expressed groat surpriso at tin; 
continnation of tbo illo^al course, and that 
Government flhoulii iuick to coatinuo an aut 
illt(;:d ill all its bearings. 

Hauily maintained that tbe coarse was 
quite legal; 

Ilelmckon protested against tbe measure as 
one of injustice and illegality, of whicb there 
was DO qaestion.
